WASHINGTON, February 4.—Mr. Diug- 


ley, chairman of the wtiya and mean a 
committee, today reported back the 
senate free coinage substitute for the 
house bond bill, with the recommenda- 
tion that the house non-concur and in- 
sist on its bill. 


Mr. Crisp, representing the minority, 


will ask the house to concur. The re- 
port will be called up tomorrow, and 
the debate will run for two days, with 
night sessions. 


The memorial of the San Fnmcieco 


Chamber ot Commerce in favor of the 
speedy completion of the Nicaragua 
canal was presented to the house by Mr. 
Loud. 


The house spent the remainder of the 


day debating amendments offered by 
Mr. Hainer, Republican of Nebraska, to 
strike from District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill the appropriations for pri- 
vate ami sectarian institutions of char- 
ity in the district, and place the money 
proposed to be appropriated for them at 
the disposal of the board of children's 
guardians. Much feeling was engen- 
dered at Urn, ami at times the debate 
grew quite exciting. The appropiia- 
tions for six charitable institutions, one 
Episcopal 
and live Catholics, were 


stricken out, but the amendments to 
strike out the appropriations for other 
private 
institutions, 
including 
the 


YOUHR Women's Christian Honle, the 
Hope and Help Mission, etc., were de- 
feated. 


Mr. Henderson of Iowa made an elo- 


quent speech against the Hainer amend- 
ments, which frequently evoked ap- 
plause. 


*'lf I were a Catholic," said he, 


"which I am notj If I were an A.P.A., 
which 1 am not; if the thunders of the 
Vatican or the inquisition of Spain or 
any other secret cabal tried to chain my 
lips, I would speak out, because I be- 
lieve it is my duty. The amendment 
offered by the gentleman from Nebraska 
strikes with an iron hand orphans and 
insults the God-anointed institutions 
which care for these little ones. (Loud 
applause.) 
"Gentlemen of the American congress, 


when I see a helpless child not cared for 
on the Bround, and a kindly woman, 
whether in the white garb or whether in 
fidelity, has stooped down to lift it up, 
God givu me a concieuce that will beep 
me from looking to see whether he or 
flhe is doing it under the cross or under 
the crescent. My warrant for sanction* 
ing eucli an act was planted in my 
breast, not by priest, not by oath-bound 
assassins, hut by my Maker and my 
mother." (Loud applause.) 


Mr. Hftiuer made an Indignant reply 


to Henderaon. He declared that lie waa 
not a Catholic nor a member of any ie- 
cret order. His eolo purpose, he said, 
was to turn Lhs money appropriated for 
public charity over to a public board, in 
order that it might be under public con-

Hainer then moved to strike out the 


next appropriation of $5200 for the 
maintenance of children at the St.Ann's 
infant asvlum. Thia waa a Catholic in- 
Btitution" and Bartlott. Democrat of 
New York, in opposing the amendment, 
declared.that it was the anti-Catholic 
sentiment—the spirit of the A.P.A.— 
that was ruling the deliberations of the 
Louse. He called attention to the fact 
that Mr. Hainer made no opposition to 
the appropiiation for the \Vaahington 
hospital for foundlings, a private insti- 
tution. 


The Hainer motion was adopted—93 


to 25. 


While the vote was being taken Mr. 


Crain, Democrat of Texas, who was op- 
posing it, called out, "1 rejoice in the 
courage of the He publicans rmJ regret 
the cowardice of the Democrats." 


Mr, Williams, Democrat of Missis- 


sippi, then arraigned Mr. Hainer and 
the majority of the house for the illog- 
ical manner iu which it had voted to re* 
tain some appropriations and hud re- 
jected others. He was in sympathy 
with the old Democratic doctrine that 
public moneys should not be appropri- 
ated for private purposes, and when Mr. 
Hainer announced his platform yester- 
day he thought another Daniel had 
come to judgment. But he had re- 
frained at the outset from making his 
motion regarding the appropriation for 
the temporary home for ex-soldiers and 
sailors. There were votes behind that. 
But when Catholic institutions were 
reached the motions had been renewed. 
Perhaps there were some practical A. 
P.A. politics in it. He asked why Mr, 
'Hainer had not moved to strike out the 
Appropriation for the Women's Christ- 
ian Association. 


Mr. Hainer replied that the questions 


illustrated the calibre and high water 
mark of the gentleman from Mississippi. 
He denied Mr. Williams' right to ques- 
tion him, but said he recognized the 
temper of the house waa only in favor 
of striking out appropriations for secta- 
rian institutions. 


"Why did you not move to strike out 


the 
appropriation for the Women's 


Christian Association?" asked 
Mr. 


Williams. 


"Because it is not. sectarian." 
"It is sectarian," replied Mr. Wil- 


liams, "No Jew or Catholic can become 
a member of it." 


Mr. Milnes. Republican of Michifc, 


suddenly put an end to the struggle by 
moving to adjourn. His motion was 
carried, 100 to 80, and at 5 o'clock the 
house adjourned.

WASHINGTON, February 4.—The be 


letted tariff bill emerged from the financ 
committee today and made its appear 
ance in the senate soon after the session 
opened. Chairman Morrill made the re 
port, stating that a free silver amend 
ment had taken the place of the ori 
bill, and adding, amid laughter, th 
closing phrase of official procedure o 
Massachusetts, "and may God aave tli 
commonwealth.

lics. At present and in consequence of 
tbe development which these rcpublica 
have made, through the efforts of their 
own children and through the progress 
necessarily produced by time, study 
and industry, each one of them has bo- 
come important and their mutual inter- 
ests and even their own safety require 
that representatives of all of thorn should 
meet and discuss and reach an agree- 
ment upon all matters relating to their 
welfare and liberty, making, therefore, 
upon the basis of justice and brother- 
hood, the public law of America, Ry so 
doing greater respectability shall bo ac- 
quired, conflicts shall be avoided and 
peace between our republics and the 
other nations of the world shall be as- 
sured. 


"The following are tho fundamental 


points which will be submitted to tho 
deliberations of this assembly: 


"Tbe enactment of a public law of 


America, which, paying due respect to 
all legitimate rights, should give to the 
American Monroe doctrine all the ex- 
tent that it deairoB, and all tho guaran- 
tee ueceesary to Insure its respect. 


"Means of promoting progress and 


the introduction and development of in- 
dustrial enterprise, of developing com- 
merce by enacting measures conducive 
to its extent without prejudice to tho 
interests and welfare of each country, 
and to the rights ,and relations from 
country to country; and of taking ad- 
vantage of everything wnich, without 
injury to the othor Cuuuiiioa of the 
world, may afford our republics proper 
means to place upon a iirm basis our 
commercial relations and to securo their 
greatest prosperity. 


"To appoint tho time and place where 


the congress should hold its future ses- 
sion s. 


"As, unfortunately, some differences 


exist at present between some American 
republics, owing to special facts of 
ancient origin, as, for instance, tho de- 
markation of limits, the assembly shall 
not in any manner or form occupy itself 
in dealing with these matters, aa other- 
wise serious diniciilties might arise and 
the boneficient labor to be expected 
from the assembly might be frustrated. 


"Tito general Bcopo of the labors of 


tho assembly having been set forth, tho 
assembly a hall bo left at liberty to do- 
cidn how long it will remain in session. 


"Tho capital of the Mexican republic
